ALBERTA PIONEER LIFE. 


The Taronto Globe publishes the 
following essay on fioneer jife in 
Alberta, written by a settler at Me- 
wassin, a igettiement near White 
Whak Lake, about 35 miles west of 
Edmonton: 

I abhall call this the diary of a ten- 
derfoot. Keeping diary is like talk- 
ing to oneself, Just as crazy, but 
& shred more dignified, ‘ For in- 
stance, yesterday when my [ndian, 
Paul John PBewarsfoot, caught me 
muttering away like a lone monkey 
lost from the tribe, I didn’t get baek 
my sense of superiority until I'd 
called him several kinds of a Cree, 
and told him te wash his shirt ; but 
jet Paul Johm Nappen alone when 
im doing the same thing with a pen 
anc a bit Of paper instead of my 
tongue, and all I'ji have ito do §s 
frown, look wise, and pre-occupied, 
Pan! John will vanish—vamoose 
White man is at his mysteries, Plain- 
ly there fs an advantage in a diary. 
For rensons, f can’t air my views in 
the back yard of my neighbor, or, 
if he have no mud to speak of, 
flaunt ‘em before his face, I’l] jot. 
‘em down. One can always burn the 
cinrr. 

Cattle King Stokes was telling us 
at Calgary how he clung to diary- 
writing the first year he was out 
on the Stoke Pogis ranch, fifty-sev- 
en miles away from al] animate cre- 
ated things, and he wrote all that 
borpened, touched on what he hoped 
would harpen, and, having still time 
to spare, wrote bis views on love and 
metrimony,—warm views, naturally, 
seeimg thrt the thermometer regis- 
tered thirty degrees all that winter: 
on religion ; on pemmican as an arti- 
cle of steady diet ; on subjects ortho- 


dox 2nd otherwise. Then h< went 
off on a round-ur ‘in the spring, 
leaving the dary to hold the fort, 
Wolfskin met bim at the Forks as 
he was riding home. 

“White man's father, mother and 
® girl with eyes (opening his own 
wide) up at ranch. Come this morn- 
ig,”” he said, 

Goed henyens, the diary! His 
mother and sweetheart would attack 
it greedily. He knew women. He 
made up his mind not to go a foot 
mearer Stoke Pogis. He would cu 
bome ties, take to the timber, turn 
savage and live in a wigwam. 


“Any excitement in ihe house ?” 
he asked anxinushy, 

“Pienty excitement, not much 
hous Ft extch fire last night: go 


up im smoke.” 

“Everything * Ail the contents?” 

“E£verything.” Wolfskin had had 
denlings with the agent, interpret-. 
er, and form d@structor back on the 
yeserve, and knew (English wel) 
enouch to work im a swear word it 
times. 

Stokes was so tickled with the 
mews he hedn’t the heart to rebuke 
him for tsurping the white man’s 
Privilege. “I tel] you, boys,” he end- 
ed up With, “with that diary up in 
smoke, F felt that civilization had 
charms. { was off om a_  gallor, 
wouldn't get over the ground fast 
enough.” The three sat disconso- 
lately im the opening of Wolfskin'¢ 
teree. “* Poor homeless boy!’ was 
their greeting, but as I kissed them, 
i said to myself: “As true as Gospel 
there’s a specm! Providence which 
looks after children and fools, This 
fire proves it,” | 

Of course a man can’t always 
strike Iuck Yike thet, If all thea 
shucks holding “records” were to go 
ug in smoke the air would be thicker 
than it is tonight even. 

i came up here with the laudable 
ambition to get rich, grow up with 
the country, de a leading spirit, 
school trustee, justine of the peace, 
even. member of parlament. 

This was two years ago. I’ve got- 
ten a little way om the read to 
wealth, in twelve months I]l get my 
fapers, and write myself owner of 
the fimest homestead which I call 
Riverdule Park. Not that there is 
@ park—the river is but a crest flew- 
sng in from White Whale Lake, but 
when the frenzy of pride in being 
ealled “boss” by the three jive In-

WESTERN CANADA 
WEATHER. 

Omaha “Nebraska Farmer,” April 27: 

It takes a Iong time to uproot an 
erroneous impression. Because 
western Canada is north of the 
northern states, it has been natur- 
al to mssume that it mus: be colder, 
but ft is a fact that spring comes as 
early at Edmonton, 350 railes north 
ot the boundary, as it does in the 
the latitude of Minneapolis. Plow, 
ing and seeding began in :Alberta and 
western Assiniboia, in the last part 
of February this year. The Chicage 
Daily News of Murch 3, quoted some 
of the rercorts of early seeding in 
the neighborhood of Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge, and editorially com- 


mented on them as follows: 


“The American rublic’s impressions 
regarding the arctic terrors of the 
Manitoba chmate «are so deep-seated 


and wide-spread that a few painful 
examples like those eited above can 


be contemplnited without a sense of 
sBhock. It seems in the severe cli- 
mate of Medicine Hat thai the farm- 


ers cannot begin sowing 
umtit the last of February. It ar- 
pears also that the Medicine Hat 
temperature has beén ranzng as low 
as from 40 to 60 degrees xbove zero, 
instead of from 30 to 40 degrees jas 
in this region.’
